Detroit Has System. 

In this respect the Detroit system 
is cited as an example police ef- 
ficiency. There the police accident in- 
vestigation bureau is maintained under 
experts as a separate division. Trained 
men are on the ground ten minutes 
after every street accident. They in- 
vestigate the causes thoroughly, take 
names of competent witnesses, and 
make recommendations. Last year 
3,083 accidents of this kind were in- 
vestigated and 1,039 drivers involved 
were sent to court. Of the defendants, 
702 were found to have caused the 
accidents by law violations and were 
sentenced to jail. 

In addition the Detroit bureau rec- 
ommends revocation of state driving 
licenses where drivers are found to 
be at fault. Only two drivers were 
found guilty of causing any of the 
twenty-three fatal accidents that oc- 
curred in the first three months in De- 
troit this year.

In the freshness of the morning and 
the cool of the evening his women go 
down to the wells, their faces hidden 
from the men of the village by a veil 
held in place by one hand while the 
other balances and earthenware pot 
capped by a brass drinking cup, as 
did Rebecca long years before the Chris- 
tian era. 

In the dust of the oad the naked 
babies play, while the older children, 
some naked, some with a loin cloth, 


mould fuel cakes from the dung of. 


cow and buffalo, or pile the dried 
cakes high in the center of the village. 

These are the people of the lower 
castes,/the hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water, the untouchables. 

In the larger villages there are now 
schools, where the most rudimentary 
education in the vernacular is given. 
But the children are only those of the 
higher castes, the sons of the zemin- 
dars or land owners and the tenants 
who rent their fields.

ans has been concluded. 

More than 175,000 ex-service men 
were interviewed and approximately 
110,000 claims wer2 handled as the re- 
sult of these interviews. The number 

of claims tiled: indicates that there 
were thousands of veterans through- 
‘out the United States, particularly in 
the mountainous and rural districts, | 
who were unaware of the benefits to ' 
which they were entitled and unin- 


»|formed as to the procedure of obtain- 
ing relief. 

Responsible for Neglect Charge. 

“It was largely on the basis of these 
cases for whom no claims had been 
filed that the charges of neglect of 
the disabled veterans were based,” |‘ 
says the bureau. “ Thousands of these 
cases never would have been brought 
to the attention of the government 
‘had it not been for these cleanup 
squads. 

“These, sent out from the various 
district offices, visited over 1,500 cities 
and every state in the Union. In the 
remote districts it was often neces- 
sary for these representatives of the 
bureau to travel by horseback and 
during the last snowfall it was neces- 
sary for those in the northwest terri- 
tory to travel on a skiis.

. here are excellent books to help them 
out, such as Minor’s Rules, and the pub- 
lications of the National Tuberculosis 
society, and of the national, state, and 
municipal health services.

| There are exceljent books written by 
ex-patients such as Macks’ “ Outwitting 
the T. B. Bugs.” 

A recent Canadian report recommended 
a service which should speedily become 
available anywhere. It is a home visit- 
ing service under which nurses and in- 
spectors call on the patient at home, dis- 
cuss his problems with him and with his 


obeying directions, and visit his work 
place if he is employed. 

In addition, a physician examines the 
patient periodically, advises with him, 
lays down rules of living and pays home 
visits when they are required for emer- 
gencies. 

The ex-patients of certain sanitaria 
now get this service free. A similar serv- 
ice for those able to pay a reasonable 
monthly fee should be organized. 
Physicians have become so accustomed 
to passing these consumptives on to san- 
itaria in recent years that there is dan- 
ger that the home medical treatment of 
consumption may become a lost art. 

l have before me an excellent new book 
on Domiciliary Treatment of Tubercu- 
losis, written by Walters, and intended 
especially for them. . 

However, there are chapters such as 
those on home conditions, rest treatment,

The Chicago department of streets gives 
the following report on the information you 
seck: Three longest streets in Chicago, 
Ashland avenue, twenty-four and one-half 
miles; Western avenue, twenty-three and one- 
half miles: Halsted street, twenty-one and 
one-half miles. 

The longest street car line is the one on 
Western avenue between 7lst and Howard 
streets. The longest through route is line 
No. 22. running from 80th street and Vin- 
cennes avenue to Clark and Howard streets, 
traversing several streets.

They call them “ novices.” | 

“The only parallels to the radio) 
business in the country’s history were | 
the recent rush to Tex&s oil fields and. 
the boom times in the motion picture. 
industry,”” H. Gernsback, editor 
Radio News, asserts. 


Can’t Supply, Demand. 

“When the entire country is in the 
throes of depression and with many 
other industries running on part time 
or not at all, radio manufacturers are 
working on twenty-four hour shii'ts in 
an apparently hopeless endeavor to 
meet the public demand. 

“The Radio News has recently com- 
pleted a survey which proves there is 
not a section of the country which has 
not been bitten by the radio bug. And 
everywhere the result is the same. The 
public is demanding apparatus of their 
dealers; the dealers turn to their job- 
bers; the jobber turns to the manufac- 
turer—and the manufacturer ‘can’t 
meet the demand. 

“How long the radio craze will last 
before the industry settles down to a 
steady and normal growth no one 
knows. Its possibilities are too mar- 
velous.”
